I have offered to give 
him all the assistance we can by 
training a teacher whence, 
finds a suitable recruit. A.S you 
know, Mr. Fryer has s school 
for Chinese blind boys. He 

does not think that it is the best 
plan to combine the two kinds of 
schools, but there seems to be no 
other way to help the Shanghai deaf 
children. I am very glad that Mr.
